SUEPHUR  Bath.— Dissolve  16  ozs.  vSulphurated 
Potash  in  30  gallons  of  water,  at  temperature 
from  90°— 106°  F. 

Tar  Bath. — Add  8 ozs.  of  Bitumen  to  30  gallons  of 
water. 
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SPECIAL  PREPARATIONS. 

Peptonized  Milk. — Put  J pint  of  fre.sli  milk  and  1 gill 
of  water  into  an  enamelled  saucepan.  Heat 
up  without  actually  boiling  (140°  F.),  then 
pour  into  a jug  containing  2 fluid  drachms 
of  liquor  pancreaticus  and  20  grs.  of  bicar- 
bonate of  soda.  Cover  the  jug  with  a lid 
or  flannel,  and  keep  in  a warm  place  for  1 
hour.  At  the  end  of  that  time  bring  the  milk 
to  the  boil. 

Fairchild’s  Zymine  powder  can  ahso  be  used. 

Whey. — To  a pint  of  fresh  milk  (which  has  been 
warmed  to  about  100°  F.)  add  1 teaspoonful  of 
essence  of  rennet.  Fet  it  stand  before  the 
fire  until  the  curd  sets ; then  break  up  the 
curd.  Allow  to  stand  hour,  then  strain  and 
heat  the  whey  to  boiling  point. 

Barley  Water. — Put  a small  tablespoonful  of  well- 
washed  pearl  barley  into  a pint  of  cold  water, 
simmer  .slowly  down  to  §rds  of  a pint,  and 
strain. 

Alhtimen  Water. — Take  the  whites  of  2 to  4 eggs 
and  mix  with  a pint  of  cold  sterile  water 
by  shaking  well  together.  This  may  be 
flavoured  with  a little  lemon  juice  or 
cinnamon  water  and  sifted  sugar. 

Imperial  Drink. — Dissolve  1 large  teaspoon ful  of 
cream  of  tartar  in  1 pint  of  boiling  water. 
Add  oil  of  lemon  (3  minims)  or  lemon  juice 
and  a little  sugar. 

Razv  Meat  Juice. — Take  1 oz.  of  finely  shredded 
beef  or  mutton  and  1 tablespoonful  of  cold 
water.  Put  the  meat  into  a jar,  and  stand 
in  a warm  place  for  1 hour ; strain  and  serve 
in  coloured  glass. 

Beef  Tea. — 

■(])  Finel}^  mince  a pound  of  gravy  beef,  with  a 
knife  removing  all  fat,  skin  and  gristle.  Put 
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in  a saucepan  with  IJ  pints  of  cold  water  and 
half  a vsaltspoonful  of  salt.  Bring  to  the  boil, 
then  gently  simmer  for  5 to  6 hours,  and 
pour  off  the  liquor,  but  do  not  strain  it. 

(2)  Remove  all  fat  and  skin,  and  shred  the 
meat.  Place  it  in  a jar  with  one  pint  of  cold 
water  and  add  a little  salt.  Stand  the  jar  in 
a very  moderate  oven  for  2 or  3 hours. 

(3)  Quick  method. — Take  1 pint  of  cold  water, 
1 lb.  of  lean  beef,  and  a teaspoon ful  of  salt. 
Remove  all  fat,  skin  and  gristle,  then  shred 
the  meat  finely.  Put  it  in  a saucepan  with 
water  and  salt,  to  soak  for  5 hour,  then  put 
saucepan  over  moderate  heat  and  stir  for 
h hour  ; strain  through  fine  strainer. 

Normal  Saline  Solution. — Dissolve  1 drachm  of 
common  salt  in  a pint  of  water,  which  has 
been  previously  sterilized  by  boiling  for  at 
least  10  minutes.

URINE  ANALYSIS. 

A normal  healthy  adult  passes  about  50  ounces  of 
urine  in  24  hours.  Colour,  pale  amber;  reaction, 
acid  ; and  specific  gravity,  T015— 1*025. 

The  following  are  the  commonest  abnormal 
constituents  which  may  be  found  in  the  urine  in 
disease:— (1)  Albumen,  (2)  Blood,  (3)  Pus,  (4)  Bile, 
Sugar,  (6)  Diacetic  Acid  and  Acetone. 

(1)  TESTS  FOR  ALBUMEN. 

Heat  a small  quantity  of  urine  in  a test  tube. 

it  shows  any  turbidity  add  a few  drops  of  acetic 
or  nitric  acid.  An}"  turbidity  remaining  is  due  to 
the  presence  of  albumen.  If  the  precipitate  clears 
up  on  the  addition  of  acid,  it  is  due  to  the  presence 
of  phojsphates. 
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PiKivivER’s  Test. 

Pour  about  | an  inch  of  nitric  acid  into  a test  tube. 
On  the  surface  of  this  allow  a few  drops  of  urine  to 
flow.  If  a white  ring  forms  in  about  1 minute, 
it  is  due  to  the  presence  of  albumen  or  albumose. 
The  latter  is  dissolved  by  heat. 

The  presence  of  resinous  bodies,  such  as  balsams, 
may  also  give  a white  precipitate,  but  this  clears  up 
on  addition  to  the  urine  of  half  its  volume  of 
alcohol. 

POTAvSvSIUM  FERROCYANIDE  TEST. 

Add  a few  drops  of  a 10%  solution  of  potassium 
ferrocyanide  to  a small  quantity  of  urine,  previously 
acidulated  by  the  addition  of  acetic  acid.  A white 
precipitate  indicates  the  presence  of  albumen  or 
albumose.  The  latter  clears  up  on  heating. 


Picric  acid  Test. 

Place  2 cc.  of  pure  picric  acid  in  a test  tube.  With 
the  aid  of  a pipette  allow  a drop  of  urine  to  fall  on 
this.  If  a white  cloud  forms,  it  is  due  to  the 
presence  of  albumen  or  albumose.  The  latter 
disappears  on  heating. 

(2)  TESTS  FOR  BEOOD. 
guaiacum  Test. 

Add  2 drops  of  tincture  of  guaiacum  to  about 
1 inch  of  urine  in  a test  tube  and  shake.  A white 
precipitate  of  guaiacum  resin  forms.  To  this  add 
about  1 inch  of  ozonic  ether,  but  do  not  shake.  A 
blue  colour  soon  appears  at  the  junction  of  the  two 
fluids  if  blood  be  present. 

The  presence  of  iodides  in  the  urine  will  give  the 
same  colour  with  this  test,  but  it  appears  much 
more  slowly,  not  as  a blue  ring,  but  simultaneously 
throughout  the  fluid.

HEI^I.ER’S  TEST. 

Place  about  2 inches  of  urine  in  a test  tube,  and 
add  sufficient  solution  of  caustic  potash  to  make  it 
strongly  alkaline.  On  boiling,  a brownish-red 
deposit  of  earth}'  phosphates  forms,  owing  to  the 
admixture  of  haematin  derived  from  the  blood 
pigment.  The  supernatant  fliiid  is  bottle-green  in 
colour. 

(3)  TEST  FOR  PUS. 

vSoEUTiON  OF  Caustic  Potash  mixed  with  an 
equal  quantit}'  of  the  urinary  deposit  forms  a ropy 
gelatinous  mixture. 

Tincture  of  Guaiacum  mix^d  with  pus  gives 
a green  colour  which  disappears  on  heating. 

(4)  TESTS  FOR  BIEE. 

Urine  which  contains  bile  is  greenish  in  colour 
and  more  viscid  than  normal,  forming  a yellow 
froth  on  shaking. 

Tests : — 

Pour  .some  urine  in  a test  tube,  shake  it  up,  and 
add  a little  fuming  nitric  acid.  A play  of  colours 
from  green,  blue,  red  to  yellow  will  occur. 

The  same  pla}-  of  colours  can  be  got  b}^  placing 
a few  drops  of  urine  on  a porcelain  slab  and  pouring 
a few  drops  of  fuming  nitric  acid  over  it. 

(5)  TESTS  FOR  SUGAR. 

To  detect  the  presence  of  sugar  in  the  urine  the 
following  te.sts  may  be  u.sed  : — 

(i)  FehetnG’vS  TEvST. 

Take  1 inch  of  fresh  Fehling's  solution  in  a test 
tube  and  boil.  If  no  reduction  occurs,  add  the  urine 
drop  by  drop  and  again  boil.  Lay  aside  for  a little 
time,  and  if  sugar  be  present,  a reddish-yellow 
precipitate  of  suboxide  of  copper  is  produced. 
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(>)  Phenyt^- Hydrazine  TEvST. 

Half  fill  a test  tube  with  urine,  and  add  equal 
quantities  of  powered  phenyl-hydrazine  hydro- 
chloride and  powdered  sodium  acetate.  Bring  the 
mixture  to  boiling  point  and  keep  boiling  for  2 
minutes  ; then  set  aside  to  cool,  and  examine  the 
deposit  under  the  microscope.  If  glucose  be 
present  the  crystals  will  be  needle-shaped,  of  a 
bright  yellow  colour,  and  arranged  in  stars  and  fans. 


(3)  FP^RMENTATION  TEvST, 

This  is  an  absolutely"  certain  test  for  glucose* 
The  following  precautions  are  necessary  ; — 

(«)  The  urine  should,  if  neces.sary,  be  acidified 
by  adding  tartaric  acid. 

* {b)  Boil  the  urine  for  a little  time  so  as  to  drive 
off  any  air  it  may  contain. 

(c)  Fill  a test  tube  with  the  suspected  urine,  and 

another  with  normal  urine,  adding  a piece 
of  yeast  to  both . 

(d)  Invert  the  two  tubes  in  a bath  of  mercury. 

If  after  a few  hours  a little  gas  appears  on 
the  top  of  the  urine,  it  indicates  that 
fermentation  is  going  on  and  that  sugar  is 
present. 


Ouantitativp:  Estimation  of  vSugar, 

Fehlino-^s  Solution, — If  the  urine  is  of  high  specific 
gravity  dilute  it  20  times.  Take  10  cc.  of  Fehling’s 
solution  and  dilute  a times. 

Fill  a burette  with  the  diluted  urine.  Boil  the 
diluted  Fehling’s,  and  whilst  boiling  run  in  the 
urine  from  the  burette  until  the  blue  colour  of  the 
Fehling’s  solution  has  entirely  di.sappeared.

(0)  TEvST  FOR  DIACETIC  ACID. 

Take  some  fresh  urine  in  a test  tube  and  add  a 
little  ferric  chloride  solution.  Immediately  a pale 
sherry  colour  is  produced,  and  a precipitate  of 
phosphate  of  iron  falls.  Filter,  and  add  to  the 
filtrate  a few  more  drops  of  the  perchloride  solution. 
The  colour  changes  to  a Burgund}'  red,  and 
disappears  on  boiling. 

Salicylate  carbolic  acid  and  other  drugs  present  in 
the  urine  give  a similar  colour,  but  it  does  not  divsap- 
pear  on  boiling. 

TESTS  FOR  ACETONE. 

Acetone  is  detected  by  its  ready  conversion  into 
iodoform  by  the  addition  of  potassium  iodide 
according  to  the  following  method : — 

Distil  the  urine  after  adding  a little  phosphoric 
acid.  To  about  1 inch  of  the  distillate  add  a few 
drops  of  a saturated  solution  of  iodine  in  potassium 
iodide,  and  then  add  a few  drops  of  a 10%  solution 
of  caUvStic  potash.  Heat  gen tl3^  The  liquid  forms 
a yellow  turbid  precipitate  of  iodoform,  which  may 
be  recognised  b}'  its  odour. 

Acetone  may  also  be  detected  in  the  following 
way : — 

Add  to  the  urine  a few  drops  of  a 10%  solution  of 
sodium  nitroprusside,  then  ^d  a layer  of  solution 
of  ammonia.  On  .standing  a purple  or  violet  ring 
forms  between  the  two  liquids,  if  acetone  is  present.
